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EBENEZER PICKETT, JR., OF NEW MILFORD, CONN.

In searching for the parentage of Ebenezer Pickett, 
born 1746, New Milford, Conn., died 26 Sept. 1826 aged 
80, Rush township, Susquehanna Co., Pa. [The Register, 
v. 1, no. 44, issue of Sept. 29, 1826, publ. Montrose, 
Pa.], married 9 June 1767, New Milford, Zeruiah Terrill, 
born 25 Apr. 1752, New Milford, died 1808, Usher (now 
Rush), Pa., daughter of James and Abigail (Buck) Ter- 
rill [see The American Genealogist, supra, 25:52], the 
following records have been discovered which prove that 
he was the illegitimate son of an Ebenezer Pickett and 
a Sarah Warner, both of New Milford. 

New Haven County Court Records, 4:2760. At a County 
Court held at New Haven the first Tuesday of April 1746. 
Roger Newton Esq. Judge, presiding. ly4th Case. "Eben- 
ezer Picket of New Milford being recognized to this 
Court to answer the Charge Laid Against him by Sarah 
Warner of New Milford for begeting of her with Child by 
fornication but she not being Delivered, the Case was 
therefore Cont to the County Court in this place on 2d 
Tuesday of Nov: next and then are to answer." 

There is no further mention of either Sarah Warner 
or Ebenezer Pickett in the index to this volume of the 
Court Records, which contains the records for the ses- 
sion held in Nov. 1746. Titles of cases were read up 
to Apr. 1750 with no further mention of the case being 
found. This suggests a settlement outside of court be- 
tween the parties involved. 

The church at New Milford has no records between 
Aug. 1744 and Apr. 1748, between the death of the Rev. 
Daniel Boardman and the settling as minister of the 
Rev. Nathaniel Taylor. This explains an entry in Kent 
Cong'l Church Records, 1:87. Baptized at New Milford 
29 March 1747 by Cyrus Marsh, Pastor: "Ebenezer son to 
Sarah Warner". 

Woodbury Probate Records, 5:190: "At the Court of 
Probate held in Woodbury April 10, 1764, Ebenezer Pick- 
ett Warner [underscoring by K.R.B], a minor capable by 
Taw for having certified this court that he made choice 
of Jonathan Hitchcock Jun® of New Milford to be his 


guardian, sd Jonathan appearing i court declares 
his willingness to accept thereof & Wledged him- 
self bound in a Recognizance of hundred Pounds that 
he will be faithfull to ye above 
him to hereupon this court accept 
tideion Walker, Register."

There is no death record for Sarah (Warner) Knapp in 
Connecticut, and there is no birth record available for 
Sarah Bartlett in Hadley, Mass., but if she was born 
about 1710, she would have been about 36 years old when 
child by Ebenezer Pickett was born, and about 41 when 
child by Moses Knapp was born, ages which are entirely 
credible. Did she die about 1763-4, this being the 
reason "Ebenezer Pickett Warner" made choice of a 
guardian 10 April 1764?

"The William Smith Family of Jamaica," by Donald 
Lines Jacobus, The American Genealogist, 25:70-90, in- 
cludes a listing of @jc Wait Smith (say 1687-c.1753) of 
Goshen, Orange Co., N.Y., m.- Charity - Among the 
children mentioned in Wait's will was Oliver Smith. 

Oliver Smith of Goshen Precinct, Orange County, made 
his will 22 Dec. 1761; it was probated 10 July 1762. 
Berthold Fernow, Calendar of Wills, No. 1555. Execu- 
tors named were his brothers Joshua and Solomon Smith. 
Witnesses were John Roe, Thomas Denton and Isaac Roads. 
Oliver mentions no wife, but names these children: Ne- 
hemiah, Benjamin, Martha, Mary, Pheby, Aimy, Oliver, 
and Joseph. 

The following information on this particular family 
is taken from a manuscript in the possession of a des- 
cendant, Mrs. Chester B. Smith, Uniondale, Indiana. 
This information has a checquered history, and for that 
reason deserves some detailing. The manuscript in Mrs. 
Smith's possession was written in 1888, by the contrib- 
utor's great-uncle, the Rev. Joseph J. Spencer (1862- 
1901). He apparently based it on a manuscript set down 
by a relative, Evi Spencer (1820-1869), "A Repository 
of Family Records," Zanesville, Ohio, 1851. This lat- 
ter manuscript was in existence until 25 years or so 
ago, when it was most unfortunately burned, along with 
other valuable family papers, by its then owner, Or- 
ville M. Spencer (1856-1939), of Columbus, Ohio. Ap- 
parently Orville Spencer used parts of the manuscript 
for a sketch on his ancestry in American Ancestry, 11: 
138. What the sources for the 1851 manuscript were can 
only be a matter for conjecture, but surely part of the 
information derived from written records in the posses- 
Sion of Evi's aged grandparents, both of whom were then 
living: Ichabod Spencer (1766-1856) and Mary (Smith) 
Spencer (1774-1858) of Falls Township, Muskingum Co., 
Ohio. Information as given in the 1888 manuscript fol- 
lows:

This listing of her brothers and sisters and aunts 
and uncles by Mary (Smith) Spencer for her grandson Evi 
Spencer is interesting for the comparison it affords 
with the listing in the will of Oliver Smith. The or- 
der of the children in both lists is strikingly simi- 
lar. However, Garrett(?), Susan and John were not men- 
tioned in the will of Oliver, which raises the presump- 
tion of their death prior to the making of their fa- 
ther's will. The absence of Benjamin in Mary's listing 
is more difficult to understand; it is possible he was 
accidentally omitted when the copy of the list was made. 

Family tradition says that "Capt." Nehemiah Smith 
served as a Captain in the American Revolution, but 
this has never been established. Nehemiah and his wife 
Tabitha left Orange County for a while, for on 27 Dec. 
1766 "Nehemiah Smith of Upper Smithfield in the County 
of Northampton and province of Pensilvania...by and 
with the good Likeing of Tabitha his Wife" sold 127 
acres in Goshen, Orange Co., N.Y., to Jeremiah Mulock. 
Tabitha relinquished dower on this land on 29 Nov.1775. 
[Orange County, N.Y., Deed Vol. C, p. 482-3.] 

As for the identity of Tabitha "Bailey," ahe appears 
clearly to have been the daughter of Nathaniel Bayles 
of Florida in Orange County, whose will, made 17 Nov. 
1757, was proved 10 Oct. 1759. Nathaniel, who was born 
in 1712, was the son of Elias and Hannah (Smith) Bayles 
of Jamaica, L.I., and married Sarah ———. (Bayles and 
Bayles, The Bayles Families of Long Island and New Jer- 
sey and their Descendants (Houston, Texas, 1944), page 
cy.) Although Nathaniel's will names Tabitha without a 
married name and Tabitha Smith was of course the mother 
of two by the time he made his will, the fact that Tab- 
itha ("Bailey") Smith named her eldest son Nathaniel 
argues very strongly for the relationship. 

After the death of Nehemiah Smith supposedly, the 
widow and children removed to the "Drowned Lands" in 
the adjoining county of Sussex, N.J., where in 1796 
Mary Smith, born 13 Mar. 1774, died 22 Oct. 1858, mar- 
ried a widower, Ichabod Spencer, born 4 Jan. 17606, died 
16 Feb. 1856. (By his first wife, Hannah Shearer, Ich- 
abod had no children.) Quite possibly there was a 
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iouble Smith- ecause Ichabod's sis- 
ter Sarah (>. oe aniel Smith. Con-

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EVALUATION OF GENEALOGICAL WRITERS 
IV. CHARLES ARTHUR HOPPIN 


Although for many years Mr. Hoppin enjoyed a wide 
reputation as a successful worker in the Anglo-American 
field, he is known chiefly for his work on the Washing- 
ton ancestry and connections, consummated in 1932 by 
the publication of The Washington Ancestry and Records 
of the McClain, Johnson and Forty Other Colonial Ameri- 
can Families. 
~The Anglo-American identifications made by Mr. Hop- 
pin are of two kinds. In some searches his efforts 
were rewarded by success and he obtained full evidence 
for the identification of emigrants from English wills, 
parish registers, and other documentary sources. Exam- 
ples are the English Loomis records [Descendants of Jo- 
seph Loomis in America and His Antecedents in the Old 
World, 1909] and the ancestry of the Sanfords of Mil- 
ford, Conn., set forth in The Thomas Sanford Family, in 
1911; as well as the ancestry of the Curtis family of 
Stratford, Conn., and Roxbury, Mass., published by Mr. 
Hoppin in the Boston Transcript in four instalments in 
1936 (26 Feb., oo Mar., and 1 and 4 Apr.) and later 
published in somewhat different form in 1953 in the 
Supplement to the Genealogy of the Curtiss-Curtis Fam- 
ily of Stratford, Connecticut. 

It is most regrettable that a warning has to be ut- 
tered against the other type of identification which is 
found in some of Mr. Hoppin's work. When, after dili- 
gent search, he failed to obtain proof of the identity 
of an emigrant, he employed the process of elimination, 
his imagination, and his powers of analysis, and some- 
times produced from these a hypothetical identification 
and line of descent. Certainly no one could object to 
that, if he had frankly stated the hypothetical nature 
of his conclusions. But, whatever the reason—and we 
impute no motive, for he may have thoroughly convinced 
himself of the truth of his deductions, he often did 
assert his conclusions with great positiveness and bit- 
terly resented any question or criticism of them. 

Examples are his placing of the father of Eltweed 
Pomeroy in the third volume of The History and Genealo- 
gy of the Pomeroy Family (1922), and his tinking of the 
Connecticut Scovills to a definite branch of English 
Scovills in The Scovils or Scovills in England and 
America (1915). In neither book Is a scintilla of evi- 
dence adduced for the line claimed. [In both these 
books many English records are given, but when closely 
examined it will be seen that they contain no actual 
evidence for the identifications claimed. 
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The Pomeroy claim was reviewed in 1933 in The Ameri- 
can Genealogist (9:235-239] during Mr. Hoppin's life- 
time, but neither he nor any other person to our know- 
ledge has ever replied to the observations there made. 
The Scovill claim has never been reviewed so far as we 
are awere. Here Mr. Hoppin correctly eliminated a 
number of English Scovill families, into which the 
American settlers could not be fitted, and then derived 
them, but with no evidence of any kind, from an English 
hamlet where the surname appears. 

The reader may suspect that he is dealing with this 
kind of unsatisfactory identification when he examines 
closely the actual words used by Mr. Hoppin. In such 
cases the genealogist indulges in a great deal of vague 
verbiage and circumlocution and fails to cite records 
in proof. His statements, read without reflection, 
convey the impression that the conclusions are certain, 
but when read with acute attention and analyzed it will 
be seen that the genealogist nowhere makes the flat as- 
sertion that his conclusions are proved. he careful 
student must therefore view the Pomeroy j 
lines as merely hypothetical. 

The Bliss Book (1913) provides anot 
unorthodox methods. Its conclusions 
tioned by several genealogists of 
view of the objections to them appear 
and Related Families (1952), pp.4/60-7.

In his American work, Mr. Hoppin was a fairly com- 


petent genealogist, though there are indications that 
at times he preferred to sit at his desk and employ his 


undoubted analytical ability than to get out ana dig in 
the records. Thus, in The Washington Ancestry, vol. 3, 
he considers the identity of Alice, wife first of John 
Bouton and secona of Matthew Marvin, whom some poor 
sources of the past had called a widow Alice Kellogg, 
for no discoverable reason except that her will named a4 
daughter Bridget Kellogg, who however was in fact born 
Bridget Bouton and married to a Kellogg. With absolute 
correctness he shows that Alice could not be the person 
with whom some had identified her, and then proceeds, 
with irreproachable analysis and a linear pedigree, to 
show where she must fit into the Kellogg family; all of 
which may be accepted if she was a Kellogg, but Mr. 
Hoppin produced no evidence of this and entirely over- 
looked the necessity of proving that she was a Kellogg 
at alle He also, in the same volume, made serious er- 
rors in the Bouton family [see ante, 11:114-118], and 
combined into one person two men (an uncle and nephew) 
named Jonas Weed, although their probate in Fairfield, 
Conn., readily supplies proof that they died on differ- 
ent dates and left widows with different names.

C:156. Remembrance Brown of Colchester and James 
Brown of Colchester, son of James Brown deceased, yeo- 
man, sell for £31 to Ebenezer Smead of Deerfield, sev- 
eral lots in Deerfield, 3 Mar. 1712 [1712/13]. Both 
Signed, spelling the name Browne. The acknowledgment 
of James Browne was taken 3 Mar. 1712/13 before Michael 
Tainter, J.P., Colchester. That of Remembrance was 
taken l2 May 1713 in Hatfield. 

The first conveyance was made in 1702 by James and 
his wife after their removai to Colchester. The second 
relates to the Deerfield lands which James in his will 
had given to his wife and son James. This is the last 
record seen of Remembrance and proves her living as late 
as 1713. Although calling herself still of Colches- 
ter, it will be noted that she was at Hatfield, very 
likely visiting with a married daughter, and it is pos- 
Sible that she remained and died in Massachusetts. 

Colchester Leeds show that the sons James and John 
remained in Colchester for at least some years after 
the death of their father. 

1:98. James Brown of Colchester for £45 (payment 
partly in cattle) conveyed to Nathaniel Loomis of Wind- 
sor, Conn., ga house and homelot in Colchester; the wid- 
ow Remembrance Brown mother to sd James Brown doth con- 
sent to sale. Dated 3 Aug. 1705. Both James and Re- 
membrance Brown signed. [It will be noted that James, 
Jr., was then eight months short of being 21 years of 
age, hence the need of his mother's consent. ] 

1:173. John Brown son of James Brown late of Col- 
chester dec'd, for £55, conveyed to Nathaniel Loomis 
and Nathaniel Kellogg of Colchester, 29 Mar. 1710. 
[John was then only a month over 21 years of age. | 

1:296. Laid out to James Brown 2 1/2 acres at west 
end of land he now lives on for convenience of building; 
16 Feb. 1715/16. Also laid out to him 22 acres, 28 
Mar. 1718.

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The marriage of James Brown [Jr.] to Anne Wickwire 
on 14 Oct. 1714, and the birth of their son James on 7 
Sept. 1715, are recorded at Colchester. This branch 
has not been traced further. 

John Brown, son of James, was often called Jr. in 
the deeds, to distinguish him from John (2) son of John 
(1) Brown of Colchester, who was born about 1683 and 
hence was his senior in age. He seems to be the John 
Brown who married 13 Aug. 1724 Sarah Harris and had 
children recorded at Colchester: Sarah, b. 20 June 1725, 
and John, b. 11 Sept. 1727. 

2:499. John Brown, Jr., for £11, conveyed 17 Apr. 
1724 to Joseph Wright, a £100 right in the 2nd division 
of Colchester. 

2:654. On 23 Feb. 1724/5, John Brown, Jr., for £120, 
conveyed to Capt. Benjamin Elery of Newport, R.I., mer- 
chant, land in Colchester “which ye aforesd Benj: Elery 
did purchase of Capt. James Harris of Colchester" by 
deed dated 30 Sept. 1720. [Apparently this deed was to 
confirm the deed given by Harris or to make good some 
defect in it. ] 

2:776. John Brown, Jr., on 4 Apr. 1728, to William 
Beebe of Haddam East Side, one £50 right in the common 
or undivided land in Colchester. 

We have not followed this branch further, but it ap- 
pears from the records cited that John Brown, son of 
James, was still living, and with a family, in Colches- 
ter beyond the date (25 Nov. 1725) when he is supposed 
by some accounts to have married Hannah Janes. The 
History of Deerfield states this identity, while the 
History of Northfield by Temple calls the husband of 
Hann Janes "probably" son of James of Deerfield. The 
Old Northampton County Deeds at Springfield show:

John Brown of Northfield, 
housewright, sold to Benjamin Bird of Dorchester, mer- 
chant, houselot #37 at the Bow in the New Township 
called Arlington. 

Y¥:297. in 1751 John Brown of Winchester, house- 
wright, mortgaged to Samuel Hopkins of Springfield, a

The first James Brown of Colchester had a daughter 
Thankful, born 7 June 1680. In Colchester records one 
finds that Samuel son of Thankful Brown was born 5 Dec. 
1703. On 29 July 1707, Thankful Brown married Richard 
Carrier. Ye was a widower, with children by a previous 
marriage. The will of Richard Carrier of Colchester, 
dated 3 Dec. 1734, codicil 19 Aug. 1] proved 3 July 
1750, named: wife Thankful; sons John and Timothy; 
daughters Elizabeth wife of Nathaniel Pinney of Wind- 
sor, Mehitabel wife of Benjamin Wentworth, Hannah Car- 
rier, Thankful wife of Ebenezer Phillmore, and Remem- 
brance wife of Curtis Cleveland; and youngest son Amos. 
The daughter Remembrance was born 14 Apr. 1/15, and 
this was such @ rare name that without doubt her mother 
(thankful was the daughter of James and Remembrance 
Brown. The youngest child Amos Carrier was born 3 July 
1722, when this Thankful Brown was 42 years old. 

Possibly the Samuel Brown who married 0 Aug. 1/729 
Mary Dunham was the son of Thankful Brown born 1703. 
Entered following this marriage record in the Propri- 
etors Records are the births of three children: Samuel, 
b. 17 Aug. 1729; Abner, b. 25 Mar. 1730; and Mary, b. 
13 Feb. 1732. The following children of a Samuel, re- 
corded together later in the land records, may also be- 
long to Samuel and Mary ( Dunham ) Brown: William, b. 30 
Dec. 17343; Sarah, b. 1 Feb. 1730/73; Persis, b. 2 Feb. 

/38/9; Lois, b. 12 Mar. 1740; and Eunice, b. 2 April 


The Samuels are difficult because at this period, in 
addition to the son of Thankful Brown, there was Samuel 
son of Thomas (see that family in the previous install- 
ment, pp. 127-8 supra) and also Samuel son of John (1) 
who follows shortly. I am now inclined to think that 
four children of a Samuel recorded in a group belong to 
Samuel son of Thomas, viz.: Thomas, b. 9 Nov. 1724; 
Ruth, b. 2 Nov. 1726; Keziah, b. 5 Dec. 1728; and Amos, 
b. 1 Dec. 1730. In fact, Thomas was assigned to that 
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Samuel in the previous installment, it being the name 
of his grandfather; while Keziah, it will be noted, may 
have been named after the sister of that Samuel. 

It is entirely possible that the marriage to Mary 
Dunham and the children assigned tentatively to that 
marriage may belong to Samuel son of John (1), though 
aS he was born about 1694, he would have been about 35 
at the date of the marriage. 

Finally, we have a recorded marriage (without chil- 
dren specifically assigned to this marriage) of a Sam- 
uel Brown to Mercy Brown on 13 Aug. 1724. If this was 
the Mercy Brown born 4 Jan. 1689/90, daughter of James 
Sr. above, she obviously did not marry her nephew Sam- 
uel, the son of Thankful. She was close in age to Sam- 
uel the son of Thomas, and could have been his third 
wife except that we have no news of the prior death of 
his second wife, Priscilla Kent. She may have been the 
wife of Samuel son of John (1) below, though he was 
fully four years her junior in age. 


JOHN BROWN 


Colchester Deeds show [1:137] that John Brown had 60 
acres laid out, his first division, 6 Mar. 1704, a for- 
mer grant of a homelot was recorded 3 Mar. 1703/9, and 
other lands were entered in his name. On 3 Apr. 1716, 
100 acres in the 4th division were laid out for his 
heirs [1:223]. 

No effort has been made to learn his antecedents, 
but although he had a wife Elizabeth, he was not the 
John Brown who married at Stonington, Oct. 1692, Eliza- 
beth Minor. 

The inventory of his estate, which amounted to £132. 
01.00, was taken 14 Nov. 1707 by Joseph Pumery and 
Nathaniel Loomiss; the names and ages of the children 
were appended as: John, 24; Elizabeth, 21; Hannah, 19; 
Joseph, 15; Samuel, 13; and George, ll. Elizabeth 
Brown, the widow, made oath 18 Feb. 170//S, and the 
same date gave bond as administratrix with John Brown 
as surety. She seems to have died soon, for on 8 Mar. 
1708 [1708/9] John Brown of Colchester gave bond as ad- 
ministrator, with Joseph Pumry as his surety. iNew 
London Probate Records, File 781.)

John (2) Brown married at Colchester, 20 Mar. 1710, 
Mary Chandler, and had the following children recorded 
there: Elizabeth, b. 20 Dec. 1710; John, b. & Apr. 
1715; Hannah, b. 26 June 1717; Sarah, b. 6 Jan. 1719/20; 
Timothy, b. 3 Dec. 1721; Nehemiah, b. 26 Sept. 1726; 
Jedediah, b. 21 Mar. 1729. He was of Colchester ina 
number of deeds there between 1710 and 1729, and on 18 
July 1729 sold for £400 to Abial Stark of Lebanon what 
was probably his homestead [3:55]. He may have moved 
to Farmington, Conn., at that time, for on 7 June 1732 
John Brown of Farmington conveyed to Joseph and George 
Brown of Colchester, rights in lands, mentioning lands 
laid out to them "since the death of our honored father 
John Brown" [5:270]. 

Samuel son of John (1) Brown may have married first, 
13 Aug. 1724, Mercy Brown, and second, 6 Aug. 1729, 
Mary Dunham; or he may have married either or neither; 
see the discussion above under Samuel Brown son of 
Thankful. 

George Brown, son of John (1), married at Colchester 
2 Apr. 1730 Elizabeth Wells, and had children recorded 
there: ‘Lydia, b. 27 Aug. 1736; Hannah, b. 28 Oct. 1738; 
Jesse, b. 2 Feb. 1746/7; and Oliver, b. 21 Sept. 1748. 


WILLIAM BROWN 


William Brown had two children, probably his young- 
est, recorded at Colchester: Hannah, b. 25 Jan. 1718; 
and William, b. 7 Oct. 1720. Hannah Brown married 4 
June 1741 Peter Spencer (for family, see supra, 29:178). 
It has been claimed that this William Brown was the man 
of that name who was in Hadley and Leicester, Mass., 
but that seems doubtful. He had also a daughter Eliza- 
beth Brown who married 16 Feb. 1742 Isaac Isham. He 
had also a son Edward Brown who married 7 Feb. 1745 
Hannah Thomas. 

He lived to be very old. His will, dated 11 April 
1776, proved 4 Mar. 1777, cut off his son Edward Brown 
with 20 shillings, as he had received his portion. He 
gave to grandchild William Brown a note of £.0 dated 
11 Apr. 1776 and signed by "my grandson" Josiah Brown, 
with words on the back, "for William Brown of Wakeley." 
To the children of deceased daughters Hannah Spencer 
and Elizabeth Isham, viz.: to granddaughter Hannah Wha 
a note signed by Josiah Brown for £10 dated 11 Apr.177 
with Hannah Whay written on the back; to granddaughter 
Elizabeth Driggs a note for £10 signed by Josiah Brown 
with Elizabeth Driggs written on the back; to grand- 
daughter Eunice Phelps a note for £10 signed by Josiah 
Brown 27 Oct. 1773; to granddaughter Abigail Wing a 
note for £10 signed by Josiah Brown, dated 27 Oct. 1773 
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with Abigail Isham written on the back; to granddaugh- 
ter Lucy Kook a note for £10 signed by Josiah Brown and 
dated 27 Oct. 1773, with Lucy Isham written on the 
back; and to granddaughter Jane Isham a note for £10 
signed by Josiah Brown, with Jane Isham written on the 
back. Unto the rest of the children of my deceased 
daughters, Hannah Spencer and Elizabeth Isham, not par- 
ticularly named herein, 6 shillings each. To grandson 
Josiah Brown of Colchester, the residue. 


It must be understood that the foregoing notes on 
the Brown families (too numerous) which early appeared 
in Colchester, Conn., are in no sense exhaustive or 
definitive, but are merely exploratory and are here 
published solely to make such data as I have happened 
to collect accessible to those who may be interested, 
and to correct certain errors pertaining to the James 
Brown family which hitherto have been generally accept- 
ed. 


NOTES ON SARAH BONUM, WIFE OF JOHN BRYANT 
OF PLYMPTON, MASSACHUSETTS

On the last page of the October 1958 issue of The 
American Genealogist, Mr. Jacobus discusses instances 
of genealogical data found in unexpected places, and 
invites correspondents to send in similar discoveries. 

I recently found a genealogical item of great im- 
portance to me in a most unexpected place. Why a sim- 
ple land deed should have been filed among the records 
of Suffolk County Supreme Judicial Court is puzzling of 
itself; but especially so since it was a Plymouth Coun- 
ty deed, the land in Plymouth County, and both grantor 
and grantee of that county. 

For years I have been searching for the wife of John 
(3) Jenney, son of Samel (she is still undiscovered). 
One of the best prospects seemed for a long time to be 
Sarah Bonum, whose brother George married this John 
Jenney's sister Elizabeth. For months I investigated 
every Bonum clue I chanced upon. Seeing the Bonum name 
in the Suffolk County Court Files index led me to the 
deed which proved Sarah did not marry John Jenney, by 
showing whom she really did marry, and thus discovering 
an Old Plymouth marriage which I think has not hereto- 
fore been noted—at least, not in any accounts I have 
seen. 

A misreading of Savage led early genealogists (cop- 
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ied by numberless others) to assign a false death date 
to Sarah Bonum, and so doubtless prevented any thorough 
search for her marriage. 

Savage's account of the Bonum group is: "Bonum, 
George, Plymouth, m. 20 Dec. 1644 as sec. w. Sarah, d. 
of George Morton, had, prob. Ruth, who m. 28 Nov. 1666, 
Robert Barron; Patience, who m. 28 Dec. 1070, Richard 
Willis; Sarah, b. 4 Dec. 1649, d. early in 16050; and 
Sarah again, le Jan. 1051, d. prob. soon; Sarah, again, 
10 Dec. 16533; d. 28 Apr. 1704, aged 86." 

This is Savage's typical method of describing a fam- 
ily: first the father (his birth if known), then the 
mother's data, then each of the children and their 
data; last, the father's death. Of course it was the 
father who died in 1704 aged 86; but genealogists have 
read it as the last Sarah's death, though several of 
the more astute have omitted the "aged 86" after the 
cate. 

Incidentally, one wonders where Savage got his au- 
thority for "aged 86" for the father. Plymouth church 
records (1:191) have: "George Bonum sent dyed april 
28th 1704 95 years old." Plymouth town records (see 
Mayflower Descendant, 16:04) have it: "George Bonan 
Senior deseaced Apr. 27th 1704 being upward of 85 yer 
of Age." Perhaps Savage regarded upwards of 85 years 
as synonymous with "in his 86th year," but we question 
his being justified in so doing. 

J. K. Allen further led later genealogists astray in 
his Morton genealogy by giving both the old calendar 
and the new calendar dates for each of Sarah (Morton) 
Bonum's children. The dates of the daughter Sarah Bo- 
num are here given as "b. Dec. 10-20, 1053; d. Apr. 28- 
May 9, 1704. As copied by others, the puzzling second 
date of birth is omitted; but the death date becomes 
between Apr. 28 and May 9, 1704; which would be a pos- 
sible date. 

We had faced all these handicaps in our search when, 
rummaging through the Suffolk County Court files, we 
saw the name Bonum in the index. This led to the de- 
cisive deed—a deed by which on March 5, 1711/12, John 
Bryant of Plympton sold all his rights in the common 
lands of that town to "my Brother-In-Law George Bcnum 
of Plympton." That meant that either George Bonum or 
John Bryant had married the other's sister. George Bo- 
num Jr. had only one wife and she was Elizabeth Jenney. 
Bonum had three sisters. The marriages of two of them 
to Barron and Willis are of record. The only one left 
for John Bryant is Sarah. 

Here the town records complete our proof. John Bry- 
ant lived in the part of Plympton that became Carver. 
Carver records show that John Bryant's wife was named 
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Sarah, and that she died on Jan. 10, 17h2 in her 89th 
year. 

Now Sarah Bonum was born December 10, 16053. On Jan- 
uary 10, 1742, she was exactly 88 years and one month 
old; that is, in her 89th year. 6. B.D. 


JOHN+ BARTLETT AND HIS THREE WIVES 
PLYMOUTH, MASSACHUSETTS

In Volume 20 of The Mayflower Descendant, Mr. Bowman 
in his article on John4+ Bartlett and his estate men- 
tions two wives named Sarah. However, in the process 
of examining the records of the Hobert Bartlett family 
of Plymouth, it appears that he had a third wife, also 
named Sarah, who became his widow. John+ Bartlett, 
innholder, of Plymouth, Mass., was born in 1696, the 
son of Robert3 (Joseph2, Robertl) and Sarah (Cook) 
Bartlett. He married first, in Plymouth 4 Apr. 1723, 
Sarah Cobb, born in Plymouth 15 Apr. 1702, daughter of 
Ebenezer and Marcy Holmes Cobb, by whom he had five 
children, according to Plymouth Church and Vital Rec- 
ords:

Sarah (Cook) Bartlett died in Plymouth 28 Sept. 1731 
and is interred on Burial Hill, as are two of her 
daughters. 

John+ Bartlett married second, some time after in- 
tentions were published at Plymouth 24 Aug. 1734, Sarah 
(Lewis) Gray, widow of Benoni Gray of Falmouth and 
daughter of Nathan and Sarah (Arey) Lewis. She was 
born in Barnstable 24 June 1713 and married there on 1 
Sept. 1732 Benoni Gray, son of Edward< (John!) and 
Priscilla (Sparrow) Gray. He was born 15 Mar. 16080 
(Harwich Vital Records) and died on or before 22 Nov. 
1732 when an inventory of his estate was taken, sworn 
to by Sarah Gray on 20 July 1733. Administration had 
previously been granted to Sarah Gray, "spinster," on 
25 Nov. 1732. Among the creditors listed in the ac- 
count dated 4 Nov. 1733 we find "to Mr. Nathan Lewis

items of indebtedness to him [Barnstable Probate, 5: 
Su, 140, 162-3]. Benoni Gray and his wife Sarah must 
have moved shortly after their marriage to Falmouth, 
for on page 1l of “Articles of Faith, etc." of the 
First Congregational Church, Falmouth, Mass., with a 
list of members (printed 1851), under 1733 we find: 
"Sarah Gray (Bartlett) d". A note prefacing the list 
indicates that brackets enclosed the present name of 
females who have married since uniting with the church 
and "d" signifies dismissal to another church. Plym- 
outh Church Records [2:525] on 5 June 1737 list "Sarah 
ye Wife of John Bartlet Removed from Falmouth to us." 
Since Benoni and Sarah Gray were married not quite 3 
months before he died, the "littel Benoni Gray" who 
died at Falmouth on 6 May 1734 apparently was the only 
child of this marriage. No death record is seen for 
the elder Benoni Gray. 

John4+ Bartlett and Sarah (Lewis) Gray had ten chil- 
dren, all recorded in Plymouth:

11 Jan. 1810; m. Plymouth 19 Dec. 1754, as second 
wife, "George Peckham, Providence." The Peckham 
Genealogy published about 1922 states in Sart on p. 
275 regarding George Peckham: "Before 1760 he mar- 
ried his second wife, Jerusha Bartlett, daughter of 
the distinguished Dr. Josiah Bartlett of New Hamp- 
shire"—an obvious impossibility, since Dr. Josiah 
was born in Amesbury, Mass., 21 Nov. 1729. The 
marriage record in Plymouth, which escaved the no- 
tice of the compiler of that book, and the will of 
John4 Battlett, together with the account of his es- 
tate, below, indisputably show Jerusha's ancestry.

In the Plymouth Church Records, vol. 1, p. 396, the 
following item appears under deaths in Plymouth 1768 to 
1799: "1767 Decr 23d John Bartlett's Wife drowned her-

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self in a hogshd of Water being deprivd of Reason." At 
this time in Plymouth there were three John Bartletts 
of an age to be married: 

John? Bartlett, son of Samuel4 and Hannah (Churchil)) 
Bartlett, b. Plymouth 6 Sept. 1729, marriage intention 
Plymouth 29 Nov. 1755 Sarah> Bartlett, daughter of Dea- 
con Joseph+ and Sarah (Morton) Bartlett. The records 
are conclusive that he had but one wife during the pe- 
riod in question, since she was alive when her father 
made his will 11 Oct. 1782 [Plymouth Probate, 29:59]. 
John? is called seafaring man in deeds. There is no 
Plymouth probate of his estate and no death record for 
him or pis wife in Plymouth. 

John? Bartlett, son of John4+ and Sarah (Lewis)(Gray) 
Bartlett, b. 26 Feb. 1737/8 in Plymouth, married First 
Church, Plymouth, 29 Sept. 1768, Dorothy Carver. He 
died on 26 Apr. 1790 in Plymouth and his wife Dorothy 
was appointed administratrix of his estate on 25 Oct. 
1790 [Plymouth Probate, 27:335]. On 4 Jan. 1791 she 
also became administratrix de bonis non of her father- 
in-law's estate [ibid., 27:524]. She died 11 Mar. 1805 
at 69 and is interred on Burial Hill. 

John5 Bartlett, son of Nathaniel4 and Abigail (Clark) 
Bartlett, b. Plymouth 3 Jan. 1735/6, married First 
Church, Plymouth, 2 Dec. 1762, Mercy Ellis. She is 
buried in the old burial ground at Manomet and her 
gravestone bears the dates 1737-1796. He is called 
mariner in deeds and will.

By thus examining the records with respect to the 
other John Bartletts and accounting for their wives, we 
can only conclude that John*+ Bartlett's wife Sarah 
(Lewis)(Gray) Bartlett is the one to whom the First 
Church record quoted above applies—and we know she was 
a member of that church. An analysis of the 34 refer- 
ences in the First Church records to "John Bartlett" 
indicates that 22 positively refer to either John+ or 
his son John>, with three more "probably," including 
the one above quoted from p. 396. The other 9 are 
identified with various other Bartlett lines having no 
relevance to this discussion. No other record of the 
death of Sarah has been found. 

John Bartlett married third, Sarah Seabury. Plym- 
mouth records the marriage intention under date of 3 
March 1770 of John Bartlett and Mrs. Sarah Seabury of 
Duxbury. They were married in Duxbury on 19 Mar. 1770. 

Sarah Seabury was born in Duxbury 21 July 1718, the 
daughter of Samuel and Deborah (Wiswall) Seabury. By 
deed dated 12 Oct. 1772, John Bartlett and Sarah Bart- 
lett his wife, both of Plymouth, innholder, and Hope- 
still Seabury, Faith Seabury, Bildad Arnoid and Mercy 


Arnold his wife, all of Duxbury, convey to Jacob Wes- 
ton, housewright, of Duxbury, land of "our honored fa- 
ther Samuel Seabury of Duxbury, deceased." It was ac- 
knowledged by Sarah and John Bartlett on 3 Nov. 1772 
and recorded 2 Dec. 1784 [Plymouth Co. Deeds, 57:211). 
John+ Bartlett died in Plymouth 6 Feb. 1773 at 77 

and is interred on Burial Hill. His will, dated 14 
Nov. 1772, proved 1 Mar. 1773, names his son John> as 
executor. He calls himself innholder and bequeaths to 
wife Sarah "all the articles of household goods which 
she brought with her at our marriage. And whereas by 

a certain contract made at the time of our marriage I 
agreed with her...that she should possess & enjoy one

The location of the original church reg- 
isters of Reichensachsen is still unknown, but Pastor 
Bennewitz of Wanfried has supplied me with a photostat 
of Anna Juliana's burial record from the original reg- 
isters of Wanfried in his custody which supplies strik- 
ing confirmation of the entries in the Reichensachsen 
transcripts: 

"Den 1 Februarii [1703] ist weiland H. Magistri Mat- 
thiae Sartorii gewesener Pfarrer zu Wichmannshausen und 
Hoheneiche nachgelassene Wittib Frau Anne Juliana ge- 
borene von Boyneburg genant won Hohnstein zu Reichen-

This record removes any lingering doubt as to the 
accuracy of the claim that Margaretha Catharina Ruben- 
kam's mother belonged to one of the oldest and proudest 
Hessian feudal houses.

GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH MATERIALS RELATING TO PENNSYL- 
VANIA. Mrs. Ethel S. Davenport, of the Genealogical 
Section of the Pennsylvania State Library, Department 
of Public Instruction, Harrisburg, Pa., has very kindly 
pointed out that I neglected to mention the genealogi- 
cal collections in the State Library in my article 
bearing the above title (supra, vol. 34, pp. 193-198). 
I regret this omission very much, but at the time the 
article was written I had not visited the Library and 
was not familiar with its really fine collections. I 
have since had an opportunity to inspect the collec- 
tions at the State Library, which include cemetery rec- 
ords, marriage bonds, 18th century naturalization rec- 
ords, oaths of allegiance, vital statistics, etc. 

Mrs. Davenport also questions the accuracy of my 
statement that prior to the advent of the present State 
Public Records Officer the 10,000,000 items in the for- 
mer State Archives (now the Division of Public Records) 
were uncatalogued and virtually inaccessible to schol- 
ars. My sources of information were not connected with 
the Division of Public Records; after receiving Mrs. 
Davenport's letter I consulted one of them, a prominent 
Pennsylvania historian, who re-affirmed his earlier 
statement that it was very difficult to do research in 
the former State Archives.

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CHURCH ADDENDUM.—Through the kindness of Mrs. James 
Gregory Van Buskirk of Aurora, N.Y., we are now able to 
announce that the father of Deacon Edward Church and 
his brothers John and Christopher (supra, 30:217) was 
Thomas Church of residence unknown. Among papers pre- 
served in the Van Buskirk family there has now been 
found an original bond whereby George Levers of Hamil- 
ton Township, then Northampton, now Monroe County, Pa., 
bound himself on 6 Aug. 1796 to pay to his sister Sa- 
rah Levers of the same place, spinster, the sum of £200 

"immediately after he shall have gained the Pos- 
session and Inheritance of two tracts of land Con- 
taining Together Fifteen Hundred acres, which is 
Supposed to belong or Descend to the heirs of Mary 
the late Wife of Robert Levers Esq® Deceased from 
her Great Grand father Thomas Church, and for which 
the said George Levers is properly Impowered to 
Trace Kindred &c® and deal with the Present Posses- 
sors of the Same." 

No other information is available as to the location of 
the 1500 acres nor do we know whether George Levers 
gave similar bonds to his other brothers and sisters as 
heirs of their mother, Mary Church, wife of Robert Lev- 
ers. It is also doubtful that he would have been able 
to dispossess the current owners of the property, had 
he found it. Thomas Church must have been born a cen- 
tury and a half before the date of the bond. 

Our own attempt to use this clue for further re- 
search has met with failure in all colonies north of 
Virginia. The name of Thomas Church appears, however, 
in sixth place on a list of nine persons who were trans 
ported to Virginia by one James Bruse. The latter re- 
ceived on 21 Mar. 16045 a patent, for himself and the 
nine others named, of 500 acres at Nassawatockes Creek, 
Northampton County, Va. [Patent Book 2, p. 77, cited in 
Nell Marion Nugent, Cavaliers and Pioneers (1934), 1: 
164). That Thomas Church continued to live in that 
county is shown by his appearance, with Sam'1ll Church, 
among the tithables there in August 1666 [Virginia Mag- 
azine of History and Biography, 10:194-6]. He seems to 
have died without probate, as the earliest will of this 
family in Northampton County is that of Thomas Church 
jun. [Order Book No. 10, 1674-1679], dated 20 March 
1676/7. This testator may have been son to the immi- 
grant of 1645, but the will shows no connection with 
the Church family of Philadelphia, though there may 
have been one. There is also a nuncupative will of 
another Thomas Church of the same county, testified to 
on 13 and 17 Dec. 1717—this man may have been the son 
of the testator of 1677 but he left no issue named.

ENDOGAMOUS AND EXOGAMOUS MARRIAGE 
By Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., F.A.S.G. 


Some primitive peoples prohibited marriage within 
the family, tribe or clan, and this is called exogamy, 
marriage outside the group. Others insisted on marri- 
age between members of the family, tribe or clan, and 
this is endogamy, marriage within the group. 

In our own society there seems to be a widespread 
belief that endogamy is likely to produce bad effects 
in the offspring. Flat statements that this is true 
are often seen and heard. The writer heard a college 
professor affirm this to his class over fifty years 
ago. More recently, a radio "counsellor" to whom peo- 
ple sent their personal problems brashly advised a 
young woman who was in love with her first cousin not 
to contract such a marriage on the ground that the off- 
spring might be defective or abnormal. 

Evidence for such a conclusion is rarely presented. 
Few human ailments are hereditary in nature. Some peo- 
ple do carry an immunity to certain diseases. When 
such immunity is lacking or weak, people are more iike- 
ly to "catcH' such diseases when exposed to them. The 
glandular deficiency which causes diabetes can be her- 
editary and that is true of a few other disorders. The 
marriage of near kin, when any such disorder or defic- 
iency has been noted in the family, may perpetuate it, 


but no more so than marriage into an unrelated family 
which happens to carry the same defects. 
The ancient rulers of Egypt married their sisters 
other close re!atives, and some of the greatest of 
Pharaohs came from a line of brother-sister marri- 
ages. Ihe Greek Ptolemys continued this practice, and 
Cleopatra descended from several generations of such 
inbreeding. The Incas of Peru also married their sis- 
ters. The best material available for the study of the 
possible effect of endogamy is to be found in the royal 
families of Europe during the last three or four cen- 
turies.

product of first-cousin marriages. In short, his four 


grandparents all belonged to the House of ‘leans, and 
all of them were grandchildren of Louis Philippe, King 
of the French, who died in 155( Henri also married an 
Orleans princess and they are the parents of eleven 
children. If one may judge by print accounts and 
pictures, the Comte de Paris and members of his family 
are "normal" people. He is of the sixteenth generation 
‘ent from Ferdinand and Isabella, the patrons of 
and can claim 1391 distinct li f descent 
se worthies, and his wife can claim /52 such 
descent Their eld3st son, Prince Henri (b 1933) 
hus has 2173 such descents; in 1957 he marri a Prin-

Isabella. If and when they have children, 
hese children will have 5009 such descents. That is 
extremely heavy inbreeding for many generations, and 
especially so when one considers that these families 
have multiple descents from the other rulirs families 
of Europe. 

Ferdinand VII, King of Spain, married .iis niece, 
Maria Christina of Bourbon-Sicily. Her mother was his 
sister, while her father was his first cousi: They 
had two daughters, both of whom were physically and 


— 
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mentally normal. The older daughter, Isabella II (1830- 
1904), had an active and adventurous life, on and off 
the throne of Spain, and was a woman of considerable 
courage. Histories of Spain suggest that her private 
life was somewhat scandalous, but her forced marriage 
to a double first cousin who was a weakling is a miti- 
gating circumstance, and no one has suggested that 
moral characteristics are affected by endogamous mar- 
riages of the parents. Isabella's younger sister has 
been described as "an amiable and virtuous woman, a 
good wife and mother" [Frederick Adams Woods, Heredity 
in Royalty (1906), p. 162). 

~ Now I am quite sure someone will point out that Isa- 
bella II's grandson, the late Alfonso XIII, had two 
sons who died of hemophilia and one who is a deaf mute. 
However, the mother of Alfonso XIII was a Habsburg, not 
very closely related, while his wife came from families 
which had not intermarried with Spanish royalty for 
many generations—one grandmother was Queen Victoria, 
while the other was not even of royal blood. This was 
Supposed to be an excellent marriage by those who be- 
lieved that the introduction of “outside blood" should 
benefit the progeny. 

The plain fact is that when insanity, imbecility, 
hemophilia, and other abnormalities occur in the Euro- 
pean royal houses, as very occasionally they do, they 
rarely occur at the point in the pedigree where we 
should expect such things if they were caused by endoz- 
amous marriages, and the same abnormalities appear in 
non-royal families where endogamy is not a possible 
factor. Hemophilia has not been common in the royal 
houses and has occurred mainly among Queen Victoria's 
descendants, where it has followed the usual pattern of 
this particular blood deficiecy, showing up only in 
males but being carried latently through females. 

The incidence of mental disease in royal families 
is probably not proportionately greater than in the 
population at large, excepting the psychosis which af- 
flicted the Spanish Habsburgs and the earlier Spanish 
Borbons. Here the close intermarriages may well have 
Played a part in transmitting the affliction, but did 
not originate it. A curious case is that of the broth- 
ers, Ludwig II (1845-1886) and Otto I (1848-1916) of 
Bavaria; they were the only children of their parents, 
and the former suffered from a paranoiac type of insan- 
ity, while the latter early developed dementia praecox. 
Insanity was not common in this family, and these 
brothers did not descend from the intermarriage of 
close relatives. Their eight great-grandparents be- 
longed to the families of Wittelsbach (Bavaria), Hesse- 
Darmstadt, Saxe-Altenburg, MecKlenburg-Strelitz, Hohen- 
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zollern (Prussia), Hesse-Darmstadt again, Hesse-Homburg 
& Hesse-Darmstadt a third time. The three Hesse-Darnm- 
stadt lines involve merely two marriages to second 
cousins; no insanity has been found in the near kin on 
the Hessian or other sides of the ancestry; and insan- 
ity has failed to appear in the offspring of a large 
number of closely endogamous marriages in the royal 
houses. 

To get away from royalty, it is worth mentioning 
that the scientist Charles Darwin, whose mother was a 
Wedgwood of the noted family of china manufacturers, 
married a Wedgwood first cousin and had four normal 
children. The magazine True for February 1959 con- 
tained an article on William Marsters, who in 1860 set- 
tled Palmerston in the Pacific, which he and his Poly- 
nesian wives populated. His wives were two sisters and 
their niece, who are said to have borne him some sixty 
children. The children had to marry each other, though 
the rule was laid down that brothers and sisters with 
the same mother should not marry. That perhaps would 
not make very much difference genetically, since the 
mothers were so closely related. In later generations 
cousins of all degrees intermarried, and Marsters and 
his three wives produced some 5,000 descendants. In 
recent years many have moved to other islands and there 
has been some outside marriage, but the magazine cites 
a British government report of 1929 to the effect that 
an investigating commission had found no detrimental 
results from the close inbreeding and no trace of crim- 
inality or deformity, physical or mental. 

The supposed deleterious effect of endogamous 
marriage appears to be a superstition, not a fact. Odd- 
ly enough, there is current an exactly opposite super- 
stition, namely, that marriage between people of dif- 
ferent races will produce offspring of inferior cali- 
ber. This seems to be just as fallacious. The chil- 
dren of mixed racial marriages, in countries where a 
prejudice against such marriages exists, may as a re- 
sult of such prejudice suffer in their opportunities 
for normal development. But that is a matter of frus- 
tration caused by environmental factors, rather than of 
intrinsic or genetic defects. Many cases of able chil- 
dren of mixed marriages could be cited, such as that of 
the novelist, Alexandre Dumas. 

Needless to say, I am neither advocating marriages 
within a closely related group, nor between members of 
different races—these are matters of individual choice 
subject to such restrictions of law as may exist where 
people live—but I am asserting that no statistical 
evidence warrants the common belief that either extreme 
is detrimental genetically or per se to the offspring. 


SMITH OF AMWELBURY, SALEM COUNTY, N. J. 
WITH MASON AND DARKIN COLLATERALS APPENDED

John Smith of Amwelbury (as his plantation in Elsin- 
burgh Precinct, Salem Co., N.J., was named) died there 
testate in February 1690/1, leaving widow Mary Smith, 
who was living in 1694, and naming his "brother" Samuel 
Bacon and the latter's son John the executors. This 
fraternal relation can possibly be explained by the 
fact that the son John Bacon had married testator's 
daughter Elizabeth Smith. 

-By deed of 29 Jan. 1682/3 Edward Champneys of Mun- 
mouth River, New Salem, West Jersey, joiner, conveyed 
to John Smith of Amwelbury, New Salem, W.J., yeoman, and 
wife Mary, a 700 acres tract along the south side of 
Salem Town bounds, between Roger Milton, Samuel Nichol- 
son, William Surredge, John Denn, and grantor.

Mr. Sears consulted the original records of Dart- 
mouth and Meribah's name in the intention there record- 
ed is clearly written "Beadon." It is my hypothesis 
that she was a granddaughter of Richard Beadon of Dart- 
mouth, if born of that name, and if born a Brightman, 
that she was the widow of a grandson of Richard Beadon. 

Who was Richard Beadon? We know that he married in 
Tiverton (now in Rhode Island), 14 Sept. 1720, Mary 
Lake, born 19 Sept. 1689, daughter of Thomas Lake [for 
Lake, vide G. Andrews Moriarty, article on Lake family 
in American Genealogist, 1935, 12:17-24], by whom he 
had four children born between 1722 and 1731, including 
Richard, born 1725, and Benjamin, born 173l, neither of 
whom fathered our Meribah. Mary (Lake) Beadon in 1746 
would be fifty-seven, rather old to have a child. 

I think that this Richard Beadon is the Richard born 
in Boston, Mass., 9 Aug. 1687, son of Richard and Mar- 
garet; that he is the Richard who married [first], in 
Boston, 25 Jan. 1710, ceremony by the Rev. Thomas 
Bridges of the First Church, Margaret Pullman, who pre- 
sumably died by 1720; and that he then married [second- 
ly) Mary Lake, as above. Further, I think that by the 
first wife, Margaret (Pullman) Beadon, Richard had at 
least a son, born between 1/710 and 1720, who could, in 
pint of years, well be the father or the father-in-law 
of our Meribah. 

I had hopea to cover primary sources in Boston, such 
as the copies of the Boston Church Records at City Hall, 
the Suffolk Deeds, the published early records of Bos- 
ton Town Minutes and Selectmen's Records issued over 
the years by the Boston Record Commissioners (known to 
the initiated as the B.R.C.), and other available rec- 
ords of this area. But the idea of further work on 
this quest has to be postponed and perhaps never re- 
sumed. Hence I record here my ideas and my suggestions 
for the benefit of those interested in this small and 
rather obscure (in point of records) Beadon-Bedon fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Sears has covered the Bristol County Probate and 
Deeds, the Tiverton, R.I., records, the original Dart- 
mouth Intentions, and the Leonard Manuscripts at New 
Bedford. A copy of his reports will be presented by my 
client to the New England Historic Genealogical Soci- 
ety. <A search of the deeds of George Mosher was nega- 
tive in results. George and Meribah (Beadon or Bright- 
man) Mosher named their issue: Charity, Jethro, David, 
Brice (or Bryce), Bethany, Mary, and George.

ORIGIN OF THE CROWELL AND CROWE FAMILIES 
OF NEW ENGLAND, NEW JERSEY AND NORTH CAROLINA

Christopher Crowe, a resident of Connecticut in the 
seventeenth century, may well have descended from one 
of the several Christopher Crowes who lived in or near 
East Bilney, Norfolk, during the previous century. 

John and Yelverton Crowe, alias Crowel, who both 
were in Yarmouth, Mass., about 1040, are said, in the 
Banks MSS, to have come from the vicinity of Carlton 
Rode, next Old and New Buckenham, South Norfolk. 

The wife of John Crowe was buried at New Buckenhan, 
Norfolk, 2lst day, 3d month, 1626 [Parish Register]. 
The daughter of John Crowe was baptized there 2lst day, 
6th month, 1626 [ibid]. She was named "Nasare" or 
something close to it; George Gilleland, Vicar at New 
Buckenham, could not fully decipher this name, he stat- 
ed in a letter to the contributor dated 27 Feb. 1958. 

From Blomefield's History of Norfolk, passim, and 
from Pub. of Harleian Society, vol. 32, pp. 3O7 et seq,, 
it will be seen that Edward Yelverton sold Grimston 
manor in Norfolk in 1615. He was a Doctor of Physick 
and a recusant; his wife's name was Nazareth. 

great Britain, Court of Common Pleas, Pedes Finium, 
Norfolk, compiled by Dashwood in 19863, shows, at pages 
205 through 269, the will (and lineage) of another Ed- 
ward Yelverton (cousin to him named above) dated 20 
Mar. 1633, at Carlton Rode, Norfolk. He names his 
cousin Roger Woodhouse, cousins Thomas Thompson and 
Jane Gibbon his wife, and cousins Martha Page, Philip 
Page her brother, and "her poor sister Hull," and cous- 
ins Nicholas Hull and William Page. 

It will be noted that Yelverton Crowe(1)'s son was 
named Edward. See the History of Yarmouth, Mass., by 
Swift, 1884; Vital Records of Yarmouth; and First Set- 
tlers of Ye Plantations of Piscataway and Woodbridge, 
N.J., by Monnette, passim.

HOW TO GO ABOUT LOOKING UP YOUR FAMILY HISTORY. 
By Vera C. Halstead. Paper, mimeographed, 0 p. 

This paper is a talk which Mrs. Halstead, who is 
librarian of the New Canaan (Conn.) Historical Society, 
gave on 20 Nov. 1958 to the Stamford Genealogical Soci- 
ety. It gives, in brief form, much excellent advice to 
novices. Jl think it is a mistake to state that land 
records in Vermont are at the county seats, for on oc- 
casion I have had to get the deeds searched in the sep- 
arate towns; and it would be more useful to refer to 
the fifth edition (1900) of Munsell's Genealogical iIn- 
dex and its supplement of 1908 rather than to the ear- 
lier editions. But these are slight matters; the gen- 
eral information is good, and also the specific infor- 
mation as to localities where Mrs. Halstead has search- 
ed. 
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With regard to the use of the term "single woman," 
I recall my surprise when I first encountered a record 
which granted administration of an estate to so-and-so, 
"single woman," and found that the reference was to the 


widow. Actually, a woman whose husband had died, had 
become "single" again! 


RECORDS AT THE CONNECTICUT STATE LIBRARY. Informa- 
tion Bulletin of the Stamford [Conn.] Genealogical So- 
ciety, Inc. January, 1959. Paper, 2 p. 

This is an excellent statement of the riches to be 
found at the Connecticut State Library. The only seri- 
ous omissions are the County and Superior Court Records. 
The former contain most of the probate court actions 
until 1700 or later, as well as marriage evidences in 
certain cases [see supra, 34:54-57], trials for mis- 
demeanors, and suits between private litigants. The 
latter contain the divorce records and cases appealed 
from the lower courts, some of which relate to the in- 
heritance of land. Hence valuable genealogical infor- 
mation is often buried in these records. There are 
both record volumes and files; the latter should always 
be consulted in divorce cases, since they contain affi- 
davits and testimonies not in the record volumes. Most 
of these records to 1800 or later are at the State Li- 
brary, but they are sadly neglected because of the lack 

f indexes. Aside from this, the statement in the Bul- 
letin would be hard to improve. 


THE GENEALOGICAL SOCIETY BULLETIN. Published by the 
Fort Worth Genealogical Society, Box 864, Fort Worth l, 
Texas. Whole No. 22, February 1959. 

Of course it is not possible to give space to every 
issue of society publications received. For the infor- 
mation of our readers, we usually call attention to the 
first issue of a new publication. The present notice 
is given because it contains an important letter from 
Karl Friedrich von Frank, the noted Austrian genealo- 
gist, relative to the patent which in 1595 made Sir 
Thomas Arundell of Wardour a Count (Graf) of the Holy 
Roman Empire. 

It seems that certain Americans who are or claim to 
be descendants believe that they are Counts and Coun- 
tesses through the terms of this patent, which seems 
to grant the title to all legitmately born into the 
family, females as well as males. Baron von Frank 
points out that [by German law and custom] daughters 
would be Countesses only while unmarried but at mar- 
riage would be known by the title (if any) of their 
husbands, and could not transmit their own titles (by 
birth) to their children. 
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JOHN HOSKINS F TAUNTON, MASS. 

r. George E. Russell has kinaly sent us the Decem- 
ber 1955 issue of The Hoskins enealogist, which con- 
tains valuable data on the various Hoskins-Haskins fam- 
ilies, and he is to be congratulated on this undertak- 
ing. He modestly states, "While we have endeavored tc 

ive accurate information....it is possible tnat there 
may be some errors." instead olf noticing this issue 
inder "Recent Books," it seems better that the follow- 
ing comments should be made under a@ separate heading, 
since they relate t John Hoskins of Taunton and his 
wives, and there is considerable to say on the subject. 

Mr. Russell doubts that the proved brothers John and 
Richard Hoskins (or Haskins) of Taunton were sons of 
the early William Hosxins, Sr., f Plymouth and Taunt- 
tone If not, it is difficult to place them in any oth- 
er American Hoskins family; two brothers at that perioc 
are less likely to have been immigrants; they both set- 
tled in Taunton where the known sons of William, Sr., 
lived; and in The Granberry Family and Allied Families 
(1945), see pp. eye. Cyy, I presented evidence that 
William, Sr., did have a son John. 

Nicholas Hodges alias Miller in his will of 1005 
gave his house and land t one Peter Reife, but gave 
some personal items t hn Hoskins, William Hoskins 
Jr. and Mary Cobb, and the will was witnessed by Wil- 
liam Hoskins, doubtless Sr., since 3 youn legatee

He supposes that 
ne married a wife Elizabeth about 1676 who died befcre 
1/02, and states that he married second, "on Jan. 17, 
1702, Taunton," the widow Elizabeth Knapp, who may have 
been the widow of Aaron Knapp who died in 1674. He 
quotes the will of John (31 May 1715) correctly as nam- 
ing the wife Elizabeth, but then séems to doubt the ad- 
ministration records in which the widow (Sept. 1716 
was called "Amee," since he places a question mark af- 
ter tne name. 

Now all we Know about his wives is that in May 171 
ne haa a wife Elizabeth, who may have been mother of 
tne two daughters, one olf whom was named Elizabeth 
"Eliza" which was simply a written abbreviation); 
ana tnat sne died soon after, since the widow is called 
"Amee" [Amy] twice in the probate entries. She receiv- 
ed £30, for which she released the estate for the dower 
she could have claimed "by virtue of a writing by said 
John Hoskins" dated 23 June 1716. ‘rom this it is 
clear that lizabeth had died before 23 June 17160 when 
he made this prenuptial agreement with Amy, very prob- 
ably a widow. 

Furthermore, John did not marry tne widow Knapp on 
] Jan. 1/02, and I have seen no proof that he married 
her at all. Ine date ] an. 1/02 is the date on which 
Elizabeth Haskins of Taunton made an indenture with her 
eldest son Aaron Knapp of Swansea, mentioning other sons 
John and Samuel Knapp of Taunton and stating that her 
first husband was Aaron Knapp, dec'd, of Taunton. In- 
asmucnh as Aaron Knapp died in 10/4, it seems highly un- 
likely that his widow Elizabeth would have waited until 
1702 to remarry, and the date 1 Jan. 1702 is actually 
the date of her indenture, there eing no such record 
of marriage. In fact, as I pointed out in the Gran- : 
berry book lop. cit.j, it is very odd, if she was the 
wife of ohn Hoskins in 1702, that she did not so term 
herself and that he failed to sign nis consent to her 
deed, aS would Nave beer ustomary. Hence 1 suggested 
that sne might rather have been a third wife of William 
Hoskins, Sr., vived Aaron Knapp by 21 years, bu 
who died six ma years betore Elizabeth made her 
indenture, s< ot have signed with her. 

So all we actually know is that John had a wife 
Elizabdetn named in his will who may or may not have 
been the widow Elizabeth Knapr whom he did not marry 
in 1702), and a late wife Amy whom he married shortly 
before his death. Mr. Russell makes another unfortu- 
na me quotes the probate recora to tne 
‘i two daughters "are all the children 
le : ond John Hoskins" and then proceeds tc 
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theorize that the term "second" (which I have under- 
scored) was used to distinguish him from John son of 
Wiliiam Hoskins Jr., although the latter John was born 
28 Sept. 16090 and, being 35 to 4O years younger, would 
be the one called "Second" if such a distinction had 
been made. Actually, this record as copied for me ver- 
batim from the Bristol County Probate entry, reads, 
"which said women are all ye children left by sd John 
Haskins." The abbreviation "sd" was commonly used at 
that period for the word "said," and it can only be 
supposed that whoever copied this record for Mr. Rus- 
sell read "sd" as "2d" which he filled out to "second." 
These Bristol County records were copied for me by Mr. 
Francis Richmond Sears of Swansea, Mass., in whose a- 
bility to read the old script I feel no little confi- 
dence; and in this case, it is apparent that the read- 
ing made by Mr. Sears makes sense, while the reading 
given by Mr. Russell does not. 

Since these records were correctly printed in the 
Granberry book {op. cit.] fourteen years ago, it seems 
a pity that erroneous transcriptions should now be cir- 
culated, together with surmises based on these errors 
which in consequence have no validity; and it is all 
the stranger because among his references Mr. Russell 
cites Granberry Family with the precise page where 
these records first appeared in print. I can only con- 
clude that someone sent Mr. Russell the erroneous tran- 
scripts from the original records or possibly from the 
3ranberry book, which he innocently accepted as accu- 
rate. Since his statements, and conclusions drawn from 
the errors noted, are likely to mislead others, I have 
felt it worth the time and space to consider them at 
length, in the hope that this writer may see fit to 
make suitable corrections in future issues of his pub- 
lication.

WARNER-KNAPP-LAKE OF NEW MILFORD

In the Descendants of Andrew Warner, by Lucien C. 
Warner and Mrs. Josephine G. Nichols, 1919, it is stat- 
ed that Sarah Warner, b. 22 Mar. 1736/7, New Milford, 
Conn., daughter of Joseph and Sarah (Bartlett) Warner, 
"probably" married 29 May 1750 Moses Knap of New Fair- 
field, Conn. The Nicholas Knapp Genealogy, compiled by 
Alfred A. Knapp, 1953, states for a fact that Moses set 
tled in New Fairfield about 1740-43, lived there till 
1750 when he moved to New Milford, and married his sec- 
ond wife, Sarah Warner, "daughter" of Joseph and Sarah 
Warner. 

It seems highly improbable that a girl just over 13 
would be married to a man in his mid-forties as Moses 
Knap was in 17503; and the following records prove that 
she didn't. 

Pages 93-95 of the cited Warner book list the daugh- 
ters of Joseph and Sarah Warner and whom they married. 
They are: Rhoda, b. 1732, m. John Lake of Newtown, 
Conn.; Christian, b.
